Joseph Benjamin O’Sickey 
Assistant Professor of Art 
Kent State University, Kent, Ohio 

Born Cleveland, Ohio 1918 


O’Sickey is an artist who comes from a family of 
speed skaters and bicycle racers. As a child he lived 
near the Cleveland Zoo and often visited it, sometimes 
bringing paper and pencils to make sketches. Perhaps 
these visits first influenced him away from professional 
athletics towards a love of art and nature. 

Until recently the principal subjects of his painting 
have been inanimate forms of nature, simple artifacts 
such as chairs and tables, and occasionally people, 
although his quick sketches of household pets have 
always been among his most charming works. It was 
not until several years ago that he returned to the 
Cleveland Zoo with serious intentions to paint what 
he saw. 

What he saw he transformed into something uniquely 
his own. And everything he saw was useful to him, 
whether it was the blue of a peacock feather, the 
twisted wire of a cage, or a water spigot. But most 
of all he saw birds and animals—their brooding 
nobility, their absurd awkwardness behind bars and 
their magnificent shapes. His paintings capture these 
things with extraordinary economy and sure use of 
color. 

O’Sickey has some strong feelings about painting. 
He thinks that too much talk about painting slows a 
painter’s drive. As much as he values painting, he 
values personal perception and experience more. He 
can’t stand "movements” or "schools” in painting and 
utterly rejects them in his own work. 

O'Sickey’s paintings are accessible, yet highly in¬ 
dividual. He should find a broad public.
